We'll agree thai sounds pretty drastic, but 
let's not be too sure that Mr. Daukhage Isn't 
right. What do these bureaucrats who are 
now making the rounds of the United Stales 
mean when tliey K.ay-"wc have decided" thl.s 
or that? Whaf.s the purpose of ail tills Inve.s- 
tlgatlnR, checking, examining, que.stlnnlng 
and what not? Why all the threats as to 
what the Rovernment will do unless the 
people loc the mark? 

Wlien a representative of the OPA told a 
group of businessmen in Twin Falls not so 
long ago that they mlghl just as well gel 
used to government regulations because these 
rcgulatlon.s were here to slay, or words to 
that effect, was he taking too much for 
granted— or letting a bureaucratic cat out 
of the bag?
